DAMAGES FOR A JUNE RUN DOWN, 


Sin Kina Loy—Promovent. 
C. Rapax—Impugnant. . 
Hon. J. Russell, Acting Queon’s. Ad- 
vooato, instracted by Mr E. Sharp, appeared | 
for the Promovent; Mr Hoyllar, Qa, 
fostructad by Mesars Brereton and Wotton, 
for the Impugnant. bo he 
This case was last before, the Court on 
Monday. and Wednesday. tae ; 
Mr Hayllar now called addittonal evi- 
dence, ay 
Capt. Rabon, re-called said :—After the 
collision [ turned and. went on -the star- 
board tack. I went to the south of the 
Lammas. 
Yip Ayong, cvok on board the Gustav :— 
I was asleep before’ the collision. I was 
woke up by a noise on deck. I went for- 
ward: to the forecastle and saw a junk 
hanging on the bows, “I did not see any 
masts on her. 1 did not seo any light or 
fire. When I went up on ‘the forecastle I 
saw the chief mate standing on a rope under 
the bows. There was ono or two other 
foreigners on the foreoastle. { went out- 
side on’ the same. rope aa the chief mate. 
I said, “Hand the children up quickly.” 
I heard the cry,—“‘ Save life.” I helped:; 
two children and one grown-up man on 
board.” I saw the chief mate help the 
people up. They were first in the fore 
t of the veasal. Tho two children I 
elped up I took to my cabin. The others 
afterwards came to the door of my cabin. 
The Captain told me to ask how many 
Chinese there were. They told. me there 
were: twelve persons, adults and childron, 
The Captain told me to ask them if they 
wished to go back to their |yeasel. They 
aaid they were afraid to'go back; they 
thought their vessel would sink, and they 
wished to remain on board the barque and 
go to Hongkong. The Captain did not 
‘objéct. I had this conversation. with the 
Chinese Osptain ; 1 said to him, ‘* Did you 
not seo the foreign ship?” He satd “I did 
not. When I saw tho foreign ship it was too 
close.” Lasked him how the collislon oo- 
curred ; he said when he saw the vessel ho 
wished to get out of the way, but couldn’t. 
I gave tho people food, biscuits and tea, a 
little after twelve o’clock, Between seven 
and eight o'clock, when we arrived in Hong- 
kong, I gave thpm rice and pork, but they 
did not take it; they had not the heart to 
eat. At oight o'clock they had biscuits and 
tea. At twelve noon,I again gave them 
biscuits and tea. They took alittle, ~I did 
not pay there was no rice on board. There 
was a great quantity on board, all fit for 
use as provisions, _ ; 
Cross-examined by Mr Russell :—I do not 
know which one { was talking to; it was 
They said they had to 
thank mo for saving their lives, One or 
tivo said Bo. : 
- By the Court :—When I asked, them, by 
directions of the Captain, if they wished to 
go. back ‘to their boat, I do not recollect 
whother the boat was insight ornot. T 
did not aee-it, “I told them the Captain 
wished to know if they wished to go on 
board the juok or go on shore. They said 
they did not wish to go to the junk. It 
was dark and I could not see the junk. It 
was five or six minutes after £ hcard the 
crash before 1 looked over tho ship’s side. 
I was.awoke by voices crying save mov. I 
did not see any masts when J ran forward. 
I did not hear the crash of. masts falling. 
I saw neither masts nor sails, There was 
no light, Both masts must have. been 
broken ‘over,.or I should ‘have sesn them. 
Thore must have been masts before the 
collision, but there were none standing when 
I wont tothe bows of the vessel. I did 
did not know anything of a firo on the junk 
afterwards. I did not see any fire on the 
sea. I went.to sleep again about two 
o'clock, ’ . 
Wong Soo :—I am & sampan man in this 
harbour, No, 224. I remember the Gustav 
coming here about 6 o’clock in the morning 
on the 22nd September last. I took the’ 
jank’s crew to the second junk at little 
Kowloon. The Captain told me, on the 
third day, to go to little Kowloon and see 
if the wreck was there. 1 saw. the fishing 
people still on the second junk. | asked 
them about their junk. I asked one of the 
men, but it was dark and Ido not know 
whether it was tho Captain or not, Iasked 
if they had got their junk’or not. They 
said they had not, = 
Mr. Hayllar thon addressed the Court on 
behalf of the Impugnant. Ho sald this, 
like most other cases of collision, was one 
replete with conflicting evidence, The 
whole ose rested. on the credibility of the 
witneases of the two sides. He had to a 
great extent to leave himaélf in the hands 
of: the assessors in dealing with the evid- 
ence, as & landsman: necessarily was at a 
dinsdvantege dealing with nautical terms. 
It was clearly evident that when the junk 
was seen a collision was inevitable and the 
Captain's seamanship in euch circumstances 
should not be. criticised as in a calmer 
moment,. The: niceties of seamanship 
could not be adhered, to in such straits. 
Tho Captain did the best he could, and he 
hoped that not -the slightest negligence | 
could be laid to hia charge So far as the 
manoeuvres to avoid a collision wore conoern- 
ednoblamecould be attacbed to the osptain, 
With regard to the look-out man he seemed 
to ‘be a well educated and respectable man, 
and gave. his evidence in an intelligible 
manner,. and no doubt spoke the truth. 
The night was so dark that no object could 
*be seen with the human eye, and he did 
not think that even with the glasses the junk 
could have been picked out sconer. Unless 


sense and reason that all such oraft should 
be expected to protect themselves in some 
way. He submitted in thia caso that 
if there was any light shown at 
sll it wes obscured in sonio way or other. 
Mr Hayllar then reviewed the evidence to 
show: that if the cook's stutement was true 
the whole of the evidenco of the jank 
pzople was altogether worthless, Tho whole 
ofthe junk people’a evidence: as to .what 
led up to the collision, as to how, when and 
where it.occurred, the courae of the vessels 


at the time’ d&o., was effected if the evid- 


‘once of the cook was to be believed. That 
witness had given his ovidence in a straight- 
forward mannor, aud he contended that bis 
evidenco must be believed. The Court 
could judge of the man’s trostworthirons 
by his appearance and the way ii which 
he gave his evidence. They must either 
believe that bo told the truth in the witness 
box or that he came there prepared to tell 
and told a series ‘of most deliberate falae- 
hoods. With regard to the slur that had 
been cast on the humanity of those in 
‘command of the Gustav, tt was proved 
heyond a doutt that there was not the 
slightest attempt made to get them to leave 
the ship and go on bosrd their own- ship 
again, All that was said—and it was 
very natural question—was, what did 
they wish to do? And as to denying 
them foot thero were, it was proved,

- CORRUPTION PREVALENT FOR YEARS. 


‘. THE GOVERNMENT SAID TO .HAVE BEEN 


ROBBED OF $40,000 BY A FURMEB 
CONSUL AT HONGKONG. : 


The Washington Post of August 18th bas 
an article on the U. 8. Consular and Diplo- 
matic Service in China, which cannot but 
prove of great interest to all classes: in 
Hongkong and China generally, alike to 
natives, Americans and other foreigners. 
We reproduce the article, not omitting tho 
head-lines eo cbaractorlstic of Amerloan 
journalism :— 

MOBBY TO THE FRONT.

myself and the Government, An act of Con- 
gress, passed in 1862, required all vesgels carry- 
ing Chinese emigrants to the United States to 
have the certificate of the United’ States consul 
residing at the port of departure to the fact of 
their voluntary emigration. All of the Chineso 
emigrants go from this port, and I suppose have 
gone with the necessary certificate over since tho" 
ennctment of the law. On examination of tho 
records of this consulate, I can find no credit to 
the Govornment for any fees collected on this 
account provious to the fourth quarter of 1871, 
alihough, as 1 am infornied by those who kuow, 
foes havo always been charged for this servico. 
Since 1871, in every, quarterly, statement, there 
is 8 crodit for the amount of emigration foes 
collected, and a charge for the ‘‘ expense, as per 
voucher,” .for collecting them. By.a strange 
odinéidence, the ‘debit for expenac always 
balances the credit for collection, so that the 
Government got nothing, The total amount of 
these fees, as appears by tho record, since 1871 
ig $14,345.75. ‘Tho late vice-consul in charge, 
Mr, Loring, informs me that no record was kopt 
of f6es~for certificates for Chinese emigranta 
going. to tho United States in vossels carrying 
foreign flags, but that those fecs were regarded 
ag unofficial and retaincd as tho perquisites of 
the consnl. There is a line of steamers, the 
Oriontal & Occidental Co., carrying the British 
flog, that has for several years been running 
regalarly between Hong Kong and San Fran- 
cisco. As this company rans three largo stean- 
ers and the Pacific Mail Co. only rans two, it 
may fairly be inferred that the Oriental & 
Occidental’ line ani other foreign -vessels have 
carried og many emigrants as the other. It may 
bo estimated, therefore, that within the lest 
aight years over $30,000 have been collected 
hore in emigration fees, or a sum about equal to 
the consular salary for that poriod. I would 
like very. much to be allowed to retain these fees 
if it can properly bo done, but I do not feel 
justified in- appropriating them, in the absence 
of intructionsfrom the department. No fees from 


this source have over; I belicve, been turned’ 


into the ‘Ireasury,.but all have either been 
retained. by the consul or consumed in the 
expense” of examining the emigrants. I do 
not propose to charge the Government anything 
for expenses of examination, for I see no good 
reason why there should ‘be any, and I expect to 
do this work in person. . This duty, I learn, has 
hitherto been performed by one Peter Smith, 
whose receipts constituted the vouchers. for the 
“ expense account.. The following is a brief 
history"of the coremony of examination: “On 
the day before a vessel was to leave with -Chinoso 
emigrants, no matter whether foreign or Ameri- 
can, the United States consul was informed that 
ate certain-hour the passengers would be rendy 
on board for examiuation, At the appointed 
time Peter Smith appeared, with the consular 
geal, tho passengers came on deck and passed in 
review before hiw, each being asked if he was a 
voluntary emigrant. If he said that he was, his 
ticket was stamped with the consular seal. It 
would take, on an average, about one hour to 
complete the investigation.” This is the whole 
proceeding, the Government being charged also 
with the expense of boat-hire, in addition to the 
amount for which Peter Smith has reosipted. 
From all I have learned, I have no doubt that 
Peter Smith haa ouly played the part of John 
Doe and Richard Roe in the proceoding, The 
nominal sum covered by hia receipts is 60 
absurdly ott of proportion to the time he was 
employed and the value of the services that he 
rerdered, or was capable of rendering, as to 
exeladeany other conclugion. Ho is af illiterate 
keeper of a sailor’s boarding-house, and I have 
no doubt wonld contract to-day to do the whole 
work for $100 a year, and consider himself well 
paid, As I have already aaid, I intend personal- 
ly to inspect the emigrants, no matter whether 
the department declares the fees received for the 
sorvies to be official or unofiicial, =~“

COMMERCE BETWEEN CHINA AND 
THE SANDWICH ISLANDS, 

The departure of the China Merchants’ 
steamer Ho-chung for Honolulu, and the 
prospect of direct communication being re-~ 
gularly established between the Celestial 
Empire and that port, are-directing a large 
amount of attention to the Sandwich Islands, 
Avbrief glance at their past history and pro- 
sent position may, therefore, be of some in- 
It is just about ‘a contury ago since 
this group of islands was discovered by 
Captain Cook. Their population was then 
estimated at 400,000; but’ it was probably 
nearer half-a million. The official census 
taken in December, 1878, gives the number 
of the aborigines as only 44,000. In other 
words, the ari has decreased by nine- 
tenths since tho first impact of the islanders 
with civilisation. If tho decrease goes 
on at the same rate, some modern novelist 
may write a book on ‘The Last-of the 
Hawaiidus,” probably wore real but not less 
touching than the work in which Cooper has 
told how a once powerful and well-known 
race of Indians perished off the earth, The 
oauses of the decline are various, and though 
the missionaries ‘are anxious to point out 
that it is not due to “ civilization, but the 
vices of civilization,” the result is pretty 
much the same, It is sometimes boastfully 
said that barbarism ever falls before civili- 
zation ; but it is‘sad to have to note that the 
conquest is only gained by. the annibilation 
of the barbarians. The inferior race is not 
elevated, strengthened, and absorbed by the 
superior one, but is simply ap So erg 
fully and quietly, it is ‘trye, but with .a 
certainty as great as though it were mowed 
down by cannon, There. are some outward 
aspects, no doubt, upon which missionaries 
and others dwell with great complacency, if 
not perfect satisfaction. Heathen usages 
may Vere given placo to forms of Christian 
worship; in lien of the old savage in his war 
paint, there may be a decorous congrega- 
tional deacon; and peaceful pursuits may 
have succeeded the fierce and cruel habits of 
former days. But what of the loathsome 
diseases, and the hardly less destructive 
vices which have hurried so many thousands 
of the innocent islanders to their graves? 
Kuakini, anold converted Governor of Ha- 
waii, once asked. a missionary, ‘Why did 
not our children die as frequently in the 
time of our dark-heartedness as they do 
now?’ We do not know what answer was 
returned, but the missionary admits that 
the question “ puzzled him.” ~~ 

Some valuable light has of late years been 
thrown on the cajses of the deoline of abori- 

inals when brdaght iu contact with the 

igher races, and it is shown that the result 
though largely, is by no means wholly, due 
to what are called the “vices of civiliza- 
tion.” Jt would appear thatthe transforma- 
tion to new modes of life is too sudden to 
allow of adaptation to the new conditions; 
for, as Mr Herbert Spencer so well points 
out, the life and health of an organized body 
imply an equilibrium between the external 
or “incident” forces and the forces of the 
organized body.. The Polynesian islanders 
were not only unable to resist the imported 
epidemic diseases, but they also “suffered 
from other causes connected with civilize 
tion. The foreign dress, which many have 
adopted, is. manifestly unenited to them; 
and as they still regard clothing more as 
ornamental than useful, they wear it in a 
very irregular manner. A writer records 
seeing some native church-goers who, being 
caught in a shower, threw off their finery, 
men and women together, and entered the 
mecting-house almost 17 purts naturalibus, 
with their coats and gowns in bundles under 
their arms. The coughing and sneezing of 
the congregatiou, itis added, almost drow- 
ned the voice of the preacher, 

‘We need not, however, enter further into 
the causes of the decrease of the population, 
It is believed that the islands are capable of 
supporting several millions, whilet at present 
the natives number only 44,000. Their 
geographical position, their natural fertility, 
and the smallness of their population, have 
lof late years “attracted much attention to 
them; and it has been felt that, with the 
necessary labour, they might -be greatl 
improved and their’ resources developed, 
King Kalakua and his government seem dis< 
posed to welcome foreigners and to enconrage 
trade.
